The  sewered  villages  include  95/®  of  the  population  of  the  distriot. 
Schemes  are  being  prepared  for  three  villages  -  Ayston,  Seaton  and  the 
remainder  of  Preston*  When  the  schemes  are  complete  only  about  2 %  of 
the  population  will  be  outside  the  sewered  areas. 
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The  surfaoe  aeration  works  at  Uppingham  produced  a  generally  satisfactory 
effluent  during  the  year*  This  works  requires  an  excessive  amount  of 
technical  management,  is  very  susceptible  to  upset  by  surface  water 
infiltration  and  climatic  changes  and  is  without  general  electrical  and 
mechanical  standby  equipment* 

The  Council  have  continued  to  exercise  compulsory  closet  conversion 
powers.  The  estimated  closet  accommodation  for  dwellings  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 


A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  introduced  during  the  year  and 
has  been  generally  successful  despite  staffing  difficulties.  Although 

restriction  of  public  access  to  the  tip  has  helped  control,  the  latter  is 
still  difficult.  It  is  uneconomic  to  have  available  daily  on  such  a  small 
tip  the  equipment  and  labour  necessary  for  fully  contolled  tipping,
